Oa the contrary, our imports must always exceed 
our exports, whenever we are doing a profitable 
business ; and that excess is the profit we make in 
trade. Lf we send abroad two hundred millions of 
our prodacts, and get in exchange for them two 
hundred and Sifty millions of foreign products, thea 
our profits by the transaction are just fifty millions. 
If the excess of fifty millions we import, hap been 
bought on credit, then the transaction may be good 
or bad for as, just as we manage to dispose pf the 
excess, whether at a profit or not. That what ly 
called the belance of trade ia against us in figures, 
proves nothing. In fact, it mast always be so’ when 
we are doing a good business ; for, if we only took 
back the same amount in valve we sent off, we shall 
be making nothing. Daniel Webster exposa@l the 
fallacy of the whole “ Balance of Trade” Jogic, 
years ago, and we can recommend all who are gasily 
frightened by an excess of imports over exports to 
read what he says, and get relieved. 
Still, over und above the profit in our trade with 
foreign countries, which is shown by oar receiving 
back a larger value than we send off, it may be that 
we are iso importing large amounts for which we 
are running in debt ; and if payday comes before 
we can pealize, or if we have bought at too large 
prices, $od have no margin for profits, of course we 
must suffer. But where are the figures that show 
with any reliable accuracy how mech of oar imports 
we get on credit—bow much is our foreign debt? 
And if our foreign debt ts admitted to be large, 
nevertheless, before we conclude that it will ruin 
the country, it must be shown that it is too large 
and out of all jast proportion to oar resoufoes. 
Because legitimat: credit is an essential and ever 
existing part of legitimate business ; and it 
be most absurd to aasert that a new country like 
ours, could not borrow from an old country like 
Europe, and that an entirely safe business, and 
profitable te both, caanot be done between us, we 
borrowing their capital, and being able to pay them 
hindsomely for ite use, and make money also for 
_ofirselves, by using it. There is # point when the 
debt of a nation, as of an individual, becomes too 
great for its resources, snd money is borrowed at 
ruinous rates, and ‘spent§in wild and visiongry 
schemes ; but can any man show that sach is our 
case? Has not the great balk of all the capital 
Burope has lent us, and for which she holds our 
bonds, been judiciously expended in works of public 
eaterprise and improvement, and has it not been a 
profitable, safé and paying transaction for both 
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of achievements even so fiercely 
Firdly; let every man who pur 
this year, make up his mind fi 
conclusively that he will fad ao very 
few pianos, comparatively nothing in the way 
and a geseral stagnation in the ar- 
ticle of crinoline.
